The big week of Chautauqua 
is over, and it has left us, taking 
with it the endorsation of every¬ 
one who attended.

POLITICS OR BUSINESS ? ‘ 

The great liberal convention held at Winni¬ 
peg last week, so far from having the unifying 
effect among liberals as predicted, seems to 
have done little else but eause diversity of opin¬ 
ion in the ranks. As to the convention itself, it j 
seems to have been a case of ‘you scratch my 
back and I’ll scratch yours’, a sort of mutual 
admiration gatherinowhere people got together 
for the purpose of telling each other that it was 
alright, and that the party outside the doors 
would concur to anything the delegates in the 
meeting decided to do. 


But outside the con- e 
vention it was not alright; as a matter of fact i 
it seefns to-be all wrong. And the whole both- \ 
er is caused by the manner in which the conven¬ 
tion dealt with conscription. It is significant of , 
the feeling of the country at the present time , 
that this is the only resolution brought up at s 
the convention about which the public are inter- ( 
estinfe themselves. i 

Although some liberal newspaper are doing I 
their very best to read the word ‘conscription’ 
into the now famous resolution, there are news- i 
papers of the same tint who are honest enough 
to say that it cannot be done, «nd thattheques- 
tion of consoription being pledged by the con¬ 
vention was very tactfully evaded. 

Candidly, the convention did not do any¬ 
thing to support conscription, rather did it leave 
it severely alone, as if for party purposes. When 
the convention gave its wnole-heanted endorse¬ 
ment to Laurier who is known to be against 
conscription, and turned down the Turriff am¬ 
endment which called for compulsion being in¬ 
cluded in the resolution, there are no two ways 
about it, the convention did not give its weight 
to Conscription. 

As to whether the delegates are as pleased 
with their work today as they were last week 
cannot be stated, but they are bound, sooner or 
later, to find out their mistake. The result is 
that there is going to be a split in the liberal 
ranks unless conscription and areal win-the-war 
programme is offered, and the electorate is go¬ 
ing to ask for it, too. They do not want a win- 
the-election mandate such as the convention 
gave out. 

People are about tired of this purely politi¬ 
cal buncombe which is being handed out from 
both parties; one is now equally as bad as the 
other. What they want is a win-the-war gov¬ 
ernment made up of the best brains of the 
country. The electors are not interested in pol¬ 
itics today, and they estimate the worth of 
politicians only insofar as they are capable o# 
cSrrying on the war in a successful ancT busi¬ 
ness-like manner. If they live up to this de¬ 
mand they can go, their political persuasions 
notwithstanding. 

And by this, politicians, jf they are wise, 
will be warned. There is going to be a great

Dairying Industry of Saskatchewan 
Put on • Pinner Basis 

Until the provincial government 
took hold, the dairying industry of 
Saskatchewan declined. In 1*106, the 
butter output of the province had'fal¬ 
len to 127,000 pounds, whereas in 
1807 it had been 346,000 pounds. With 
the inauguration of '•a government 
.dairy branch, and the institution - of 
the co-operative creamery, hn en¬ 
tirely different state of affairs was 
brought about. 1 The dairy branch 
now operates seventeen co-operative¬ 
ly owned creameries, located at cen¬ 
tral points on the different railways.' 
Express'charges on the cream are 
paid at the creamery, so that the far¬ 
mer a't*a distance suffers nothing front 
the fact that the creamezg is not at 
his own door. The dairy branch 
markets the product* and distributes 
the total net profit? co-operatively 
twice a month. Incoming cream is 
classified and paid for accordingly, 
and outgoing butter is graded also 
according to quality. Instruction in 
dairying hai been given to- farmers 
by the operation of travelling dairy 
instruction cars, as well as through¬ 
out the year at the creameries and by 
ti .■ veiling instructors. The progress 
of the dairying industry will be seen 
when it is stated that in 1916’ there 
wefe 17 creameries, with 7,205 far¬ 
mers sending cream, and the produc¬ 
tion was 2,538,061 pounds of butter, 
or more than IS tjmes as much as In 


Cow* of Good Dairy 


One remarkably satisfactory re¬ 
sult of keeping simple daily records 
yields of milk and cost of feed, is the 
knowledge gained that cow: of good 
dairy type do repay the cost of cs- 

One example may be given. No* 
far from St. Hyacinthe, Quebec, one 
hundred cows produced 104 , 854 1 
pounds of milk triore during 1916 - 
thin one hundred did in 1915. The 
1915 records showed that ten were 
not-paying so they were beefed, and 
again in 1916 eleven were seiq to the 
block, being replaced by better milk¬ 
ers. • Better feeding contributed 
largely to the above noted big in¬ 
crease in mild yield; more corn was 
fed, more clover and a littlf higher 
meal ration. 

The value of the extra feed was 
$605; this produced more milk to tlm 
value of $1,677.66, so that the extra 
clear retu^i was $1,072.66, and the 
cows were in much better condition.

Poultry Raiser* Would do Well to 
Have a.System of Accounting 

How many farmers know what 
tlieir hens are doing? Proper records 
are an essential ,in getting the best 
possible results, yet only a few keep 
real records.. A thousand beliefs do 
not make one. fact, and guesswork 
with poultry is operating .blindly. 

The grocer would close his store if 
lie' could not have book\ for be coull 
never determine the relative profit or 
loss, the standing of his various cus-, 
tomers, and which goods are the best] 
selfeTfs: any poultry keepers, how-, 
ever, keep all their accounts “in the 
head” and endeavor to determine 
their standing at the end of the year 
with only the assistance of memory,. 

Try keeping books with the fowls, 
and the result will soon convince you 
that with good management 4h£ hens 
will pay. Under a good system of 
accounting you will be able to give 
your flock better care. It stands to 
reason that you can conduct poultry 
operations more intelligently by 
knowing the effect of certain sea¬ 
sons, different feed, etc., upon the 
daily egg yield; the number of eggs 
set, and the number of chicks hatch¬ 
ed and raised.
